JUTHORIZATION FOR AIR T.XI'OFYRLTORS TO COMDUCT OPER.TIONS UNDER THE
PROVISIONS OF P.RT L2 OF THE CIVIL AIR REGUL.IIONS :

On January 11, 1552, the board adopted Speciml Civil Lir Repulrtion
SR»378 which provides that air taxi operators, 2s defined in 8 298,1 (a) (2)
of Part 298 of the Board's Fconomic Regulations, shall be certificated and
shall conduct oporstions in accordance with the provisions of Part L2 of
the Civil Adir Rcgulutions, Section Lh2.6 of Port L2 provides that air
carrier opurating certificates issued under that part shell cxpire one
yeor from the date of issunncc, In view of the foet thot the current
procedurc for rencwal of air taxl operator certificntes issued under
Part L2 has no effect on safety standards which cannot be achioved by
meons of poriodie inspections of certificated oporators, it is desirasble,
in the intervsts of economy and convonicnce of applicmnts, to extend the
expiretion date of air toxi onorator certificates to coineide with the
expir~tion date of pressnt Speeinl Civil Alr Rezulation SR-378,

Intorzsted persons bave been aiforded an opnortunity to participate
in the mrking of this regulation, and dus considuration has been given to
all rclevant maticr wrescnted, Since this rcgulation imposes no addi
tion.l burden on sny person, it may be made offcctive without prior notice,

In eccnsideration of the foregoing the Civil fizronauvtics Board herecby
rescinds Soceisl Civil Lir Reprlation SR=378 and makes and promilgntes
the following Speeial Civil Jlir Regulation, effective immodintelys

Notwithstanding the provisions of Parts 40, L1, and 61 of the Civil
Air Regulat.oms, any air tnxi oncrotor as defined in § 298,1 {a) (2) of
Part 298 of ihe Beonomis Rurulrtions shrli be corvificrted and shall
conduct operations in air traneportation in azcordance with the provie
sions of Part uc ol the Jivil Air Regulotions, Provid.d, Tras any air
garrier operating cervific~te issued for air taxi cperaticns which is
in effeet ony or issued after, the offoctive dnate of this rogulation
shall remain in effect until the expiration date of this special regula=-
tion, unless such certificate is sooner surrendercd, suspended, or ro=
voked,
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This rczwlation sho1ll terminate on February 20, 1955, unless sooncr
torminated or rescinded by the Civil acronautics Board,
